FROM IKEA

On the afternoon of July 3rd Ikea presented a hand- 
carved Dala horse to the Scandinavian Centre. Astrid Hope, 
Centre cultural director, accepted it, along with a special 
plaque, from Rick Skistod, Assistant Manager. 

Lars Fahlstrom, Swedish Consul, was present at the 
ceremony, and Sig and Selma Sorenson were also on hand 
to promote our new Scandinavian Centre. Rick Skistod 
responded by purchasing a share on the spot. 

Ikea, the well-known home of Swedish-design fur¬ 
nishings, commissioned Harry Huser to carve the Dala 
horse for the store during the Christmas season as part of 
their aim to maintain Swedish tradition. Dalarna, a province 
of Sweden, is the country’s most purely peasant region — 
at least it is more conscious of its rural traditions, and is 
more inclined to dress up in the old costumes and make 
the most of its folklore. This province is the source of the 
orange-red hand-carved toy — the Dala horse. It is now a 
popular souvenir which has come to symbolize Sweden’s 
rustic past. Prosperity and good luck come to the owner of 
a Dala. 

July 1st, 2nd and 3rd were the designated dates for Harry 
to do the decorative painting at the store for the public to 
observe. There were certainly mixed reactions on seeing 
the Dala — one lady hugged it vigorously around the neck; 
several children tried to climb up on it; others just tried to 
touch it — much to Harry’s dismay — nice fresh paint all 
smudged! 

Hundreds of people signed Ikea’s official petition to the 
Guiness World Book of Records for the largest carved 
horse in captivity. It is five feet tall and twelve inches in 
width — orange-red in colour. 

Ikea decided that the best home for the Dala horse would 
be the new Scandinavian Centre, and we are most grateful 
for such a generous gift.

Johnson, Pentti Sipari and 
Rick Haugen - pushed the 
ship further out into the 
deep, cold Atlantic. The fair 
maidens - Gunn Espeland 
and Selma Sorenson - duly 
christened the ship and bid 
the sailors “God Tur” as the 
Vikings started their long 
voyage of discovery. 

On their first landing on 
the northern shore of New¬ 
foundland on July 20th (the 
site of the new Scandina¬ 
vian Centre — 17456 - 102 
Avenue in Edmonton) they 
were welcomed and ad¬ 
dressed by a Native Chief 
(who turned out to be Mayor 
Cec Purves). However, be¬ 
ing adventurous people, the 
Vikings paused only for a 
short time to watch a furrow 
turned by a plow, handled 
by the Native Chief and a 
President, and pulled by 
two Norwegian Fjord 
Horses, and to stock up on 
provisions, before sailing 
on to make many more lan¬ 
dings along the Atlantic 
coastline (actually the Klon¬ 
dike Parade route) on July 
21st.

Orienteering originated in Scan¬ 
dinavia in the 1920’s in Scandinavia 
and emigrated to Edmonton in 1978 
when the Edmonton Overlanders 
Orienteering Club was formed. The 
club runs a number of ‘O’ meets in 
summer and cross-country ski 'O' 
meets in winter in and around Ed¬ 
monton. 

Orienteering is a sport to pro¬ 
mote fitness for ALL ages and 
fitness levels, using the great out¬ 
doors, a map, and a compass. A 
pre-set course is marked on the 
map, and the orienteer finds the 
way around the course in the least 
possible time and by the best 
possible route.

The new Scandinavian Centre fund-raising campaign was unveiled 
recently. Details of the campaign appeared in the June issue of “Scandina¬ 
vian Centre News”, in addition, all shareholders have been sent attractive 
descriptive brochures concerning the new building, along with instruc¬ 
tions regarding the Share Selling Campaign. Briefly, every existing 
shareholder (and there are about 3,000) has been asked to sell two shares 
at $50.00 each to new shareholders, who in turn will be asked to sell two 
shares each, and so on. If this chain of share selling remains unbroken, in 
no time, the Scandinavian Centre Co-op will have enough money to com¬ 
mence building the new Centre. 

Not only will participants of this campaign be contributing to the 
building of a new Centre, but for every two shares that each participant 
sells, his/her name is entered into a draw for two air-fare tickets to Scan¬ 
dinavia. This well thought out fund raising campaign has the potential for 
raising a large sum of money within a relatively short time period. I en¬ 
courage all shareholders who are also members of Dania to participate, 
and encourage Dania members who presently are not shareholders of the 
Scandinavian Centre Co-op to purchase one or more shares.

S.A. (Lindy) LINDAHL 


S.A. Lindahl was born in Urshult, 
Smaland, Sweden, and came to 
Canada in 1927. After having spent 
ten days crossing the Atlantic, and 
five days on an immigration train 
from Halifax, he arrived in Alberta. 

He first came to the farm of his 
aunt and her husband in the 
Meeting Creek district, and hired 
out as a farm hand at $30.00 a 
month, milking cows morning and 
night, driving horses in the 
daytime, and doing all kinds of 
farm work. 

Lindy, as he was called by his 
friends, went to Peers with thirteen 
other Swedish immigrants to hew 
railroad ties at 12! a tie; the first

day he made seven ties but paid 
$1.50 for board. Later on he was 
able to make twenty-one ties a day 

His next job was at Castor in the 
Nu-Way stores at $50.00 a month. 
After two months he was moved to 
Innisfree to manage the store 
there. In 1932 he was transferred to 
Westlock to manage the Nu-Way 
store there. 

At that time there were 300 peo¬ 
ple in Westlock, five general 
stores, two hardware stores, one 
bank and one hotel; the sidewalks 
were made of wood. In 1935 Mr. 
Lindahl bought a half interest in 
the Nu-Way store and changed the 
name to Lindahl and Company. 

In 1936 he married Marie Miller 
from Strome. 

His small store at that time was 
heated by a pot-bellied stove which 
had to be kept going all night in 
cold weather. Coal was stored out¬ 
doors in an old piano-box, and fire¬ 
wood came from the farmers and 
homesteaders who traded it for 
merchandise. It was a long way 
from the present Lindahl’s Super¬ 
market which celebrated its 50th 
anniversary in Westlock in June of 
this year. 

Mr. Lindahl contributed greatly 
to his community, and supported 
our Scandinavian Centre as a 
shareholder; he died in 1978. Mrs. 
Lindahl still lives in Westlock.

STEPHANSSON HOUSE DECLARED 
HISTORIC SITE 


The restored residence of 
Stephan G. Stephansson, one of 
Iceland’s most famous poets, will 
officially open as a Provincial 
Historic Site, on August 7th, 1982. 

Born in northern Iceland in 1853, 
Stephansson immigrated first to 
Wisconsin and then, in 1889, to 
Alberta. Located in the un¬ 
populated country west of the Red 
Deer River, the new settlement, 
called Tindastoll, Stephansson was 
a successful farmer, and was in 
fact, the first in the area to grow 
grain successfully. 

In his spare time, however, 
Stephansson was a poet, whose 
works, written only in Icelandic, 
romanticized Iceland and its 
history. Because of his amazing 
knowledge of the language, style 
and forms found in the ancient 
literature of the viking era, 
Stephansson was ultimately 
credited with the rejuvenation of 
the Icelandic culture. The most 
famous of Iceland’s farmer-poets, 


Stephansson died on August 10, 
1927. A literary hero in his native 
Iceland, Stephansson is finally be¬ 
ing recognized in his adopted land. 

Uninhabited for a number of 
years, his house had fallen into a 
state of disrepair by the 1970s. The 
Icelanders’ concern for the house 
resulted in its designation as a Pro¬ 
vincial Historic Resource on May 
18,1976. The restored house will be 
officially opened on August 7th, 
1982 at 2 p.m. 

The public is invited to attend 
the opening. Free parking will be 
available at the Markerville Park, 
with free bus service to the site. No 
parking is available at Stephansson 
House. In attendance will be Mr. In- 
gvar Gislason, Minister of Culture 
and Education of Iceland; Rosa 
Benediktson, Stephansson’s 
daughter; the Icelandic Consul for 
Alberta; and 230 Icelandic visitors 
who are coming especially for the 
dedication ceremonies. All are 
welcome to attend. 


DANISH CANADIAN 
— CONFERENCE — 

hsld iN Vancouver, May 29-50, 1982 


The Federation of Danish 
Associations in Canada held the 
first national Danish Canadian 
Conference ever to be held in 
Canada, at the Bosman’s Motor 
Hotel, 1060 Howe Street, Van¬ 
couver, B.C., on May 29-30, 1982. 
The theme of the Conference was 
“Danish Canadian Priorities”. The 
aim of the Conference was to 
discuss and establish the concerns 
and priorities of the Danish Cana¬ 
dian community. 

The delegates at the Conference 
clearly expressed their desire to 
see Danish Canadians represented 
on the many multicultural councils 
and committees, on equal terms 
with other ethnic groups. Danish 
Canadians too want to be con¬ 
sulted when the government 
makes decisions on ethnic and 
multicultural matters. 

The creation of the Federation 
was, among other things, a 
manifestation of our desire to 
establish closer cooperation 
among the various Danish Cana¬ 
dian organizations across Canada. 
It was therefore agreed to ex¬ 
change newsletters and bulletins, 
to keep each other informed - and 
in order to share ideas and ex¬ 
periences. As well, there was a 
marked interest in exchanging 
films, books and groups of young 
people. 

The Federation of Danish 
Associations in Canada had been 
established a year earlier, on June 
7, 1981, at Sunset Villa in Puslinch, 
Ontario. Just before the Con¬ 
ference in Vancouver, the New 
Denmark Historical Society in New 
Denmark, N.B. and the newspaper 
MODERSMAALET joined the 
Federation. It now consists of 17 
member-organizations. 

The Conference was organized 
by the Federation's Pacific Region, 
whose President, Poul B: 


Christensen, was elected to chair 
the Conference. The Pacific Region 
had also prepared a 70 page Con¬ 
ference Booklet, which contained 
greetings and messages from, 
among others, Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau, Opposition Leader 
Joe Clark, the Minister for Multicul- 
turalism Jim Fleming, B.C. Premier 
William R. Bennett, B.C. Govern¬ 
ment Services Minister Evan M. 
Wolfe, Denmark’s Ambassador to 
Canada, Mr. Vagn Korsbaek, 
Danish Consul Donn Larsen as well 
as The Danish Institute in 
Copenhagen. Copies of the Con¬ 
ference Booklet will now be 
distributed to various government 
departments, organizations, 
libraries, etc. 

Besides Consul Donn Larsen, 
who is Honorary Director of the 
Federation, the delegates included 
Robert Brinkman, New Denmark 
Historical Society; Erling Nielsen, 
Danish Canadian Society, Mon¬ 
treal; Rolf Buschardt Christensen, 
The Danish Club of Ottawa; Esther 
Machacynski, Danish Canadian 
Club of Kingston; Herbert 
Rasmussen, Sunset Villa; Martha 
Larsen, Danish Canadian Bowling 
Club, Hamilton; Herbert 
Jorgensen, Royal Danish Guards’ 
Association, Eastern Canada; Les 
Bonke, Danish Canadian Club, 
Calgary; John Kristensen, Danish 
Society “Dania”, Edmonton; Poul 
B. Christensen, The Danish Com¬ 
munity Centre of Vancouver; 
Mogens B. Mogensen, Danish 
Brotherhood in America, Van¬ 
couver Lodge 328; Ulf Jessen, 
Royal Danish Guards' Association, 
Pacific Northwest; Svend 
Mollgaard, Danish Evangelical 
Lutheran Church, Vancouver; and 
Gunnar Kristensen, Scandinavian 
Canadian Friendship Association, 
Kolding. Present were also many 
observers, among them, Lili 
Nielsen, Danish Society “Dania", 


Edmonton; Garry Elmberg, Danish 
Community Centre of Vancouver, 
and Knud Elgaard, Dania Society, 
Burnaby. 

Consul Finn K. Petersen, Van¬ 
couver, came with greetings Satur¬ 
day night. As well, B.C. Cultural 
Heritage Advisor Enrico A. Diano 
gave an excellent talk on multicul- 
turalism. 

The Rev. Jens Arendt bid every¬ 
one welcome to Vancouver at the 
Church Service Sunday morning. 
Lunch was served at Dania Home, 
the old people’s home in Burnaby. 
A guided tour of the home was later 
given by Dania Society President 
Knud Elgaard and Mrs. Ellen 
Troelsen. 

Regarding the Federation’s 
Board of Directors, Rolf Buschardt 
Christensen was re-elected as 
President, Martha Larsen was re¬ 
elected as Secretary and Esther 
Machacynski was re-elected as 
Treasurer. The Regional Presidents 
and Directors are elected in the 
Regions. 

The Treasurer was able to pre¬ 
sent a good healthy financial state- 
n ent, thanks largely to a grant 
from Secretary of State for Multi- 
cultcralism. In his Annual Report, 
the President emphasized the im¬ 
portance of multiculturalism and 
its significance for each of the in¬ 
dividual ethnic groups as well as 
for society as a whole. 

In short it can be said that this 
Danish Canadian Conference in 
Vancouver is one of the most im¬ 
portant events to have occurred in 
the Danish Canadian community in 
Canada. All delegates thought the 
Conference was a smashing suc¬ 
cess, and it was decided to meet 
again next year in Quebec. The in¬ 
vitation came from The Danish 
Canadian Society, Montreal, one of 
the founder-organizations of the 
FEDERATION OF DANISH AS¬ 
SOCIATIONS IN CANADA.

Delegates and their spouses 
travelled South to attend the Sons 
of Norway 40th Biennial District 4 
Convention, June 17-19, at Billings, 
Montana. Three cars began a con¬ 
voy June 15th, carrying Ken and 
Selma Domier, Allen and Brenda 
Letentre, Sev and Rose Berge, Bob 
and A. Jan Burt, and Astrid Hope. 
They remained together through 
thick and thin, arriving at Billings 
just before the cloudburst June

All members registered at the 
hotel and settled in. Other 
members of the Edmonton delega¬

253 delegates representing 50 
lodges. It was agreed that the 15

The first article passed was that 
there be no smoking during the 
Sessions. As the days progressed 
with a whirlwind of meetings, ses¬ 
sions, activities, caucuses, breaks 
and displays, we hardly had time 
for a meal. 

The minutes were read, and 
reports given by the various com-

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mittees. Per Nielsen was Chairman 
of Sports & Recreation. He in¬ 
dicated that the 4th District con¬ 
tributed $750.00, and the Interna¬ 
tional Board $1,000.00 for sports 
activities. He moved that this fund 
be increased by the District to 
$1,500.00. It was noted that over 
the' past two years Calgary had 
received $325.00, Grande Prairie 
$145.00, Edmonton $240.00 and 
Camrose $85.00. These were just 
the contributions made to Cana¬ 
dian Clubs. It was announced that 
awards for top male and female 
5-pin bowlers for 1981-82 went to 
John Faust and Isobel Peterson, 
both of Camrose. A request was 
made that these awards be con¬ 
tinued. A suggestion was made 
that each zone have a sports week¬ 
end annually and that groups co¬ 
operate with the Sports Director. 
Funds for sports activities are to be 
allocated in this order; on the basis 
of Sports week-ends; lodges not 
having applied for money; then 
lodges, having previously applied. 

In the report on Cultural Out¬ 
reach, it was stated that Scholar¬ 
ships are granted for study of the 
Norwegian Language and Culture 
at Universities in North America 
and Norway. Scholarships are also 
granted to send young people to 
Skogfjorden Language Camp at 
Bemidji, Norway. There are three 
$500.00 University scholarships, 
three $330.00 grants for travel 
study in Norway, and two $250.00 
allocations for Camp Norway. In 
1981. Kelly Olson and Jennifer 
Kristensen of Edmonton, received 
scholarships. It was passed at this 
conference that each club be en¬ 
couraged to elect a Cultural Direc¬ 
tor and a Junior Director. 

Vinland National Centre at 
Lorette, Minn., which promotes 
fitness and culture, was discussed 
and a collection was taken, and 
delegate paddles were sold for 
$1.00 each, for a contribution 
toward this Centre. 

A proposed Resource Centre 
was discussed; the accumulation 
of material would be a source for 
the use of District Club members. 
Before Marshall Moy left for 
another conference he set forth a 
proposal tnat the Sons of Norway 
Foundation should be confined to 
fund-raising for programs of 
heritage, education and cu.lture, 
and that the International Board of 
Directors be instructed to place the 
responsibility for this Resource 
Centre in the hands of the Frater¬ 
nal Department. This resolution 
will be brought up at the Interna¬ 
tional Conference at Madison, 
Wise. 

A further motion was made that 
membership cards in future in¬ 
dicate the date to which member¬ 
ship is paid. Another resolution 
stated that rules, guidelines and 
regulations covering reports and 
instructions on entries of newslet¬ 
ters, scrapbooks and trolls, be for¬ 
warded to the lodges by the 
District Secretary by the first of 
February prior to the District Con¬ 
vention. Further that each lodge 
acknowledge receipt of this infor¬ 
mation within thirty days. 

To assist new delegates in know¬ 
ing and becoming familiar with the 
candidates to be elected, it was 
passed that each candidate or 
nominator give a three-minute 
presentation. 

As the “Fabulous Fourth” 
District is the only International 
District, it was moved that Norway, 
with its recently formed lodges, be 
added to District IV. 

A very touching Memorial Ser¬ 
vice was held at the Convention 
when names of members who have 
passed on were read. Costumed 
members placed a flower beside a 
silver Viking ship for each deceas¬ 
ed member named. It was noted 
that a number of names were omit¬ 
ted because they had been mis¬ 
directed. A proposal was made that 
new forms be made available in 
triplicate, one copy to be sent to 
Head Office, and one copy to the 
District Secretary. Using this 
method, names would not be miss¬ 
ed at the service. 

It was agreed that the Conven¬ 
tion for 1986 be held at Fargo, 
North Dakota. The Convention for 
1984 will be at Saskatoon, Sask. 

Ed Ness, who has acted on the 
International Board for a good 
many years, will not stand for re- 


election as Director. He was prais¬ 
ed highly for his excellent service. 
After years of faithful service, Harv 
Haugen stepped down as Director 
of the Unge Venner, and Carol 
O'Dell was named successor to 
this position. The position of Vice- 
President was contested by Gary 
Johnson of Edmonton and Gil 
Storlie of Limestown N.D. In a very, 
very close vote, Gil Storlie was 
elected to that office. The District 
Director’s nomination from Cana¬ 
dian Clubs was contested by Per 
Nielsen of Edmonton and Don 
Waddell of Claresholm. In a closely 
contested ballotting Don Waddell 
was named the Director.
